Coinciding with the President's 


proclamation, churches throughout 
the nation similarly dedicated the 
holiday, renewing widespread ap- 
peals for sharing America's abund- 
ant supplies of food and clothing 
with the poor, sick and hungry of 
war-torn lands.

urged to contribute to overseas re-

Service while Roman Catholics In- 
tensified their Thanksgiving week 
drive for 25,000,000 pounds of food 
for shipment to the hungry

other nations. 


Yesterday, Rabbi William F. Ros-

DC6 Fires' Cause 
"Bared" By Pilot 
01 Truman Plane 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
27—(IP)— 


Lt. Col. Henry T. Myers, President 
Truman's personal pilot, said today 
tests have shown that recent fires 
aboard two Douglas DC-6 planes 
may have been caused by gasoline 
sucked into the cabin heating sys- 
teem from an overflowing tank In 
the wing. 


All DC-fis, Including the presi- 
dent's plane, "Independence," were 
grounded after the fires. A DC-8 
operated by United Airlines crash- 
ed In. flames near Bryee Canyon. 
Utah, on Oct. 24 with the loss of 
52 aboard. An American Airlines 
DC-6 
made an emergency landing 
Nov. 11 at Gallup, New Mexico, 
after fire had broken out on the 
ship. 


CAA Reveals Cause 


Myers said he got his informa- 


tion from Investigators for 
the 


Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
Douglas Aircraft and American 
Airlines. They have been making 
tests at the Douglas plant In San- 
ta Monica, Calif., where Myers Is 
taking the "Independence" today 
for <i checkup. 


Talking to a reporter before the 


takeoff, Myers said he had been 
told that an overflow from the No. 
3 alternate tank is "suspect". He 
explained that gasoline sometimes 
overflows as & result of expansion 
from heat, or as a result of an ac- 
cidental overfill during transfer 
of fuel from one tank to another 
In the course of flight. 


Gasoline that runs Into an over- 


flow drain, he said, then could be 
drawn into the air conditioning 
and heating systems by the flow of 
air from a "scoop" In the ship's

Hope Is Virtually

KETCHIKAN, Alaska, Nov. 27.— 


<#>—Hope faded virtually to the 
vanishing point today for the sur- 
vival of any of the 45 officers and 
crewmen missing from the wreck- 
ed and broken army transport 
Clarksdale Victory, but a search 
of rocky little Hippa Island con- 
tinued. 


Two of four survivors found on 


the beach with the scvnred how 
section of the 
10,000-ton vessel 


said the men were either swept 
overboard or carried to the bot- 
tom when the after section of tha 
ship broke off and sank. 


"There is only a slim hope for 


any of the other men," said Capt. 
Niels Haugen, Coast Guard com- 
mandant in Ketchlkan, "but we 
can't take anything for granted.' 


Weather was reported good at 


the shipwreck 
scene, 
off the 


Northern British Columbia coast 
about 140 miles southwest of here, 
and 
ho said a search of the 


shoreline was continuing by foot 
and by air. An effort also was to 
be made to determine definitely 
If a mast-like object sighted un- 
der the water offshore is the stern 
of sh« ship. 


The first survivor taken aboard 


the Coast Guard cutter

Tax Cut Based On 
Husband-Wife Aid

HARRISBURG, Pa., Nov. 27.— 


W)—Rep. Richard M. Simpson (R- 
Pa.), says a new Income tax re- 
duction bill is being prepared for 
submission to the special session 
of congress which will make com- 
munity property provisions nation- 
wide. 


Simpson, a member of the house 


ways and means committee, said In 
a statement last night the new 
measure "will Include a so-called 
split Income provision, the effect 
of which will be to remove Income 
tax advantages now held In some 
states." 


Simpson Issued his 
statement 


shortly after the Pennsylvania su- 
preme court Invalidated the com- 
munity property law passed by the 
1947 
state legislature. The law had 


been planned to save $100,000,000 
In federal Income tax for Pennsyl- 
vania residents. 


"Congress undoubtedly will pass 
the income tax bill," Simpson com- 
mented, but added: 


"Whether It becomes law will de- 


pend on President Truman, who al- 
ready has vetoed two Income tax 
reduction bills this year." 


Simpson said the new bill Is now 


being prepared by the house ways 
and means committee.
